Governor Hanly 
Placed in Foremoet 


Rank of Reformer*. 
Indianapolis, 
Ju ly 
31. — Unstinted 
praise for Governor Hanly in his law 
enforcement policy was given Su nday 
by the Rev. Dr. Scott Hershey of Bos­ 
ton, who declared Indiana’s governor 
to he the greatest reformer of the 
age. 
Dr. Hershey is pastor of the 
First Presbyterian chu rch in Boston, 
one of the largest chu rches of the city. 
He has always manifested an interest 
in the political and economic welfare 
of the cou ntry and his u tterances are 
received as conservative and conclu ­ 
sive. 
His su bject was, “The Con­ 
science of Nations.” 
After reviewing 
the growth of political reform in the 
United States Dr. Hershey said that 
the salvation of the cou ntry depended 
u pon the men in high places who are 
morally u pright and fearless. 
In this 
connection he cited examples of what 
he called "Typical Americans." 
“ Bu t 
of all the pu blic officials who are 
working for civic and pu blic right­ 
eou sness.” he declared, “none equ als 
Governor Hanly of Indiana. 
His stand 
for law enforcement as the laws are 
written makes him the leader of re­ 
form governors. 
Next to him comes 
Governor Folk of Missou ri, then La- 
folletto of Wisconsin, and then Dou g­ 
las of M assachu setts. 
These men are 
more than u ndoing the evil work of 
corru pt and u nscru pu lou s officials else­ 
where. 
They are developing a nation­ 
al conscience which will dictate for 
right for years to come.” 


This city was made the scene of 
one of the chapters of the trou bles of 
the Equ itable Life Assu rance Society 
of New York Satu rday night, when 
Noble J. Dilday, who since 1902 has 
been general manager of the company 
for Indiana, forwarded his resignation 
to Pau l Morton, president of the com­ 
pany at New York city.

resignation Mr. Dilday sent a state­ 
ment setting forth his reasons for the 
step, chief of which was that the bu si­ 
ness of the Equ itable in Indiana, be­ 
cau se of the wrangle among the high 
officials of the society, has su ffered a 
drop of almost 500 per cent.

day also explained 
1hat be is not in 
favor with G. E. Tarbeil, who has re- j 
cently been installed as vice presi- j 
dent of the society and who, Dilday I 
says, is trying to promote himself to ! 
the presidency by the new mu tu al plan 
which has been adopted bv the Equ ita­ 
ble. 


That the properties of the streetcar 
and interu rban railway companies of 
Indiana have almost dou bled in valu e 
du ring the last year is shown by the 
assessm ents made against these com­ 
panies by the state board of tax com­ 
missioners. now in session. 
The total 
assessed valu ation of these properties 
is $28 .38 7.366 as compared with an 
assessed valu ation of $13.702.39 4 last 
year. 
While the aggregate assess­ 
ment of the traction properties is 
mu ch greater than ever before, there 
is no marked general increase in the 
individu al assessm ents a mile, the in­ 
crease being du e almost wholly to the 
increased mileage of old lines and the 
bu ilding of new roads.

Five Killed and Many Prostrated In 


Coney Island Crowd . 
New Yo rk, J uly 31.— During a thun­ 
dersto rm of terrific intensity which 
pa ssed over New York S u n d a y after- 
nee n 
five persons were stru ck by 
lightning and killed and Pine were 
seriou sly 
inju red 
at 
the 
Pafkway 
baths. Coney island. At the same time 
one man was killed and three others 
were prostrated at Gravesend Beach. 
Tv« e intense heat of the morning at­ 
tracted a great mu ltitu de to the shore 
resorts and later in the afternoon, 
when the storm blew u p from the 
west. Parkway Beach was thronged 
with bathers and spectators. The rain 
descended in torrents and hu ndreds 
of men, women and children sou ght 
shelter u nder the big bathhou se, which 
is elevated above the sand on piles. 
The lightning was incessant and ter­ 
rific thu nder claps shook the bath­ 
hou se. to the terror of the crowd hu d­ 
dled together beneath it. 
A few min­ 
u tes before 5 o’clock a bolt of light­ 
ning stru ck the flagstaff and grou nded 
in the very thickest of the crowd. 
Nearly fifty persons were v>r°*t rated 
and the rest, screaming with terror, 
ru shed ou t Into the storm. Those who 
had remained in the water were also 
panic-stricken arid fled in all direc­ 
tions. not daring to enter the bath­ 
hou se. which appeared to be on fire. 
Ambu lances were su mmoned from 
all the nearest hospitals and on their 
arrival five persons were fou nd dead 
and nine u nconsciou s u nder the bath­ 
hou se. 
The bodies of all were scorch­ 
ed by the electric flu id. 
The nine in­ 
ju red were removed to a hospital, 
where it was said that some probably 
wou ld die.
